Much of the unpleasantness of cook­ 
ing over the camp fire may be eliminated 
bv the use of a revolving bracket grid 
recently invented. It consists of a short, 
pointed base which is driven into the 
ground and about which the fire is built, 
an extension tube, a revolving top piece 
and four interchangeable grids. Several 
things may be cooked at once, and a 
light touch is sufficient to swing the ar­ 
rangement around for stirring *the con­ 
tents of a pot or for placing anything 
over the hottest part of the fire without 
stepping into the smoke.

outfit is quickly assembled or taken 
apart, occupies but little space and is du­ 
rable.
